ACT /SHELD VOID 


Majority Opinion by Supreme Court For-

Myers and Monks, concurred in the ma- 
jority opinion and tin: remaining two 
democratic judges. Spencer and Morris, 
dissented from the majority opinion. 
Judge Spencer recently was appointed a 
member of the court by Governor Mar- 
shall, to succeed the late Judge -James H. 
Jordan, who died in office. 


Chief Justice Cox wrote tin- majority 


opinion and Judge Morris wrote the dis"- 
scnting opinion. Judge Spencer concur- 
ring. 
Basing his conclusions on many1 


arguments, which re.'ich into realms ol 
history, legal procedure, constitutional- 
ity of legislative action and many oth- 
ers. 
Judge Morris, in the dissenting 


opinion, holds that the Marion circuil 
court had no jurisdiction in the "Tom 


Marshall" case, and declares that the 
udgment of the lower court should have 
been reversed. 


The dissenting decision does not ad-

It was during this period, also, .that.Dr. 


Wilson carried on to its fruition his work 
as a historian. "The State," which has, 
perhaps, irv.de Woodrow Wilson a vivid 
personality to more students than any. 
other book of his, was published at thi'a 
time. "A Life of Georgo W_asbfcigton," 
"Revision and Reunion," "The Constitu- 
tional History of the United States," and

But Two Survive the More 


Than Half Century of 
Years —The Staats-Zeit- 
ung, Born in 1858, and The 
Sentinel, Which is 79 
Years Old Today. 


English Sparrow Proving to Be 


Pronounced Pest in Fort Wayne 


The Sentinel is seventy-nice years old 


today, within one short year of rviirhing 
the 
four-score mark. 
It is by many 


years th<- oldest newspaper 
in 
Fort 


Wayne, the oldest in Northern Indiana. 
Us first issue was on July (5, lS:p. and 
the leading article in it was an account 
of the celebration in Fort Wayne of 
the Fourth of July, which took place 
two days before. It printed in full in 
that Usue the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, which was read at the celebra- 
tion on the court house square by W. II. 
McCarty. The oration of the day was 
delivered by Hugh McCullocb, then a 
young man.

Fight With Squirrels. 


The sparrows of Swinney park seem to 


be natural enemies of the park's gray 
squirrels, and many 
interesting 
anil 


humorous battles have been witnessed by 
hose who visit the park in the early 
morning. 
Upon locating a squirrel, the 


parrows hold a council of war, and lifter 
leliberating briefly, bwoop from abovu 
>y the hundreds, down upon their unfor- 
unatfe victim, driving him from tree to 
.ree 
and worrying him until linally it 


iccoracs necessary for the nimble little 
animal to seek refuge in the hollow trunk 
of one of the park's trees. 


Not long ago residents along West Jcf- 


"ersou street near the park witnessed a 
ivaly battle between fifty or more spar- 
rows and u large gray squirrel that had 
strayed from the park. 
The squirrel 


was chased from limb to limb and from 
:rce to tree. Never for a moment did 
;he birds halt their battle. By twos and 
'ours they would swiftly fly down upon 
lie squirrel, tormenting him until he 
appeared to be worn out. He was finally 
forced from the trees and as he scam- 
icred along the street pavement the birda 
n a body followed, entirely surrounding 
lira at tiro'ea. The battle ended when 
the squirrel ran under a house in the 
neighborhood. 


Occupy Tenement House. 


Charles A. Stockbridge, of the Audu- 


bon society, and a well known authority 
on birds and their habits, erected what 
he, calls his bird tenement house this 
spring at the rear of his home. ' The 
house has twelve apartments. One morn- 
ing a family of martins discovered the 
house and immediately took possession 
of nine of the apartments. 
They had 


only become comfortably settled, how- 
ever, when the sparrows arrived and at- 
tempted to drive them away. This they 
were unable to 
do, as 
the 
martins 


showed fight, so the sparrows took the 
three unoccupied apartments. 


•The tenement is still occupied by the 


original families, the martins and the 
sparrows. 
Mr. Stockbridge states, how 


ever, that the martins apparently rule 
the building and have frequently mad> 
the sparrows vacate temporarily. 


Pronounced a Nuisance. 


The opinion of those who have studiet 


the bird is that he is no good, and those 
who have specialized on the best meth 
ods of extermination say you can traj 
him, shoot him, poison him; in fact, ther 
are a lot of things you can do to him. 
In the opinion of the United States de- 
partment of agriculture, you will be do- 
ing the country a great favor in assist- 
ing with the destruction of the sparrow. 


Also it is suggested that if you tire of 


squab or the commonplace terrapin, you 
will find eating the sparrow a pleas'ant 
and useful part of your gastronomical 
duties and thereby get 
back 
at 
the 


chicken trusts, the hcV trusts and other 
trusts that are accused of making the 
cost of living high these days.

place and in Septeml^r, 1S53, we secured 
an interest in the Times-Press and in

was changed to the Times.

publication was changed to a daily, sus- 
pended for a time afterwards, but re- 
eumed again in February of 1859.

About the 
only extenuating circumstance advanced 
in his favor is that he sometimes—but 
seldom—flies out to the country districts 
where alfalfa grows, and does a little 
good service by preying on the alfalfa 
weevil. 
But most of ihe time ha feeds 


on insects which play a useful part in 
agriculture sen-ice. Hence about ninety- 
nine counts against him, and only one 
in his favor. 


Also he is guilty of destroying fruit, 


such as cherries, 
grapes, 
pears 
and 


peaches. He gobbles up buds and flowers 
of cujtivated shrubs, trees and vines. 
He causes havoc in gardens by nibbling 
at the peas and lettuce. He is destruc- 
tive to wheat and the other grains. Some 
idea of the extent of his depredations 
is gained by the statement that a flock 
of fifty of his fellows requires duilv the 
equivalent of a quart of grain. 
Hence 


the annual loss throughout the country 
mounts up to a large total. 


He Is Also Noisy. 


He is noisy and 
vituperative 
and 


doesn't sing, but on tho other hand an- 
nually destroys many feathered, singers. 
His bad reputation is reflected in the 
laws of the states, none of which in any- 
way tries to protect him. In spite of his 
overwhelming indictment, he survijres and 
thrives under most unfavorable condi- 
tions. 


So much for the bill of 
complaint. 


Now as to the methods of extermina- 
tion. 


Dearborn finds some hopes in the fact 


that the sparrow is gregarious and the 
activity of flocks is generally confined to 
a. limited area. By devising plan sys- 
tematically killing them off in a >;iven 
place or locality it is possible to rid 
that section of them entirely. The only 
objection is that if they arc not all killed 
some of them will talse up their abode 
in another place. So that if Mr. Brown 
drives them all out of his back yard 
they will settle in 'Mr. Jones' yard.' If 


Mr. Jones gets husy he may be able to 
drive them back to Mr. Brown's yard. 


How to Destroy Sparrows. 


The most effective means of destroying 


flic birds in a locality is to tear down 
their nests at intervals of from ten to 
twelve days during the breeding season. 
In a town of 4,000 inhabitants, 
where 


this method of attack has been practiced 
during the last four years, 20,000 eggs 
have been destroyed aad the number of 
sparrows has been greatly reduced. 


Nesting places are generally in bird- 


houses, electric light 
hoods, 
cornices, 


waterspouts and similar places. A long 
polo with an iron hook at the tip is rec- 
ommended as the best implement of neat 
destruction. 


In cases where it is feasible to use 


poison, strychnine is urged as useful. 
It 


may be concealed in grain or starch and 
the combined product set out on the 
grass as a bait. 
In northern latitudes 


the best time to put poison out is just 
after a snowstorm, when other food is 
covered. The poison should be well scat- 
tered so that a large number of birds 
may get it at the same time. If only a 
few are affected the remainder may get 
suspicious and fly away. 
One of the 


sparrow's greatest attributes is a keen 
sense of danger. The presence of a dead

that curious break. Tin: momentary pause 
lets gravitation draw the ball earthward. 


The exact direction of the downward 
break is determined by the posiiion of th» 
seam at the instant of the.break, the ball 
shooting from the greatest smooth surface 
it presents to the air cushion. (See dia- 
gram.) 
So much for the spitball of the 
ordinary pitcher who does not know "how 
the ball will break. 


Like the spitball, the "knucklo ball" 


and slow ball do not spin. In night thd 
hrst named resembles the spitter. 
Not 


having a wet surface, it apparently proves 
that the saliva has nothing to do with 
the peculiar behavior of the ball 
The 


slow ball, which, to be effective must be 
thrown with the same motion as fast ball 
or curve, wobbles from side to side as It 
goes weakly to the plate, because It is 
gripped locsely by the pitcher. (See "Doc" 
White's drawing.)

the lower the pressure. 
This irregular 


pressure, exerted on one side more than 
on the other, pushes the ball evenly 
from Its line of flight, causing the curve. 


Here you have a spinning ball that 


curves and a dead ball that jumps. 


Walsh and Ford are different from the 


ordinary 
spitballers. 
They control the 


break, by giving the ball a. very slight 
spin with the thumb. • as the. -wet surface 
slides off the forefingers. .The ball re- 
volves perhaps six times in its course. 


The comparatively insignificant 
spin 


does not make the ball bore through the 
air cushion, but it is enough to give it 
a very slight pressure on one side. 


As the- ball swerves, It is in a state of 


very unstable equilibrium. The breeze 
of a butterfly's wing would determine the 
direction of its sliaeoff the air cushion. 
That pressure, infinitesimal as it is, con- 
trols the direction of the break; hence, by 
the position of the thumb and the spin, 
they send the ball to left, right or down 
and Walsh makes it break upward.

with thc dredging of the 


rivers, the surrounding land will be filled, 
and' this is why sonic of our most prom- 
inent citizens declare thc people of the 
Spy Run section of the city are foolish 
in attempting the needed improvement in 
such a manner as proposed by the peti- 
tion now before the board of works. 


Families Imprisoned. 


During the high water last spring two 


dozen families in the district were made 
prisoners until the water receded. The 
only means of communication with other 
parts of the^ity was by boat. Household 
:;ood3 were damaged, even though moved 
to second stories, and water whirled 
through the houses on Baltcs avenue as 
if they had been in the very center of 
the river. For three days pi-ople in the 


nue to the St. Joe river, thus giving the 
people who live on these streets an op- 
portunity to reach the new Tennessee 
avenue bridge. As the situation is today, a 
person living at the east end of Prospect 
avenue, for example, must first walk to 
Spy Run avenue and then back to the 
river on Anderson avenue to reach the 
new Tennessee avenue bridge. In other 
words, he must travel about half a mile 
to reach a point less than 200 feet from 
his starting place. 


"The same thing is true, in » mead' 


uro, in relation to all other streets run- 
ning cast and west between Spy Run 
avenue and the St. Joe river. Further 
more, the building of this proposed dike 
road would bring into the real estate 
market a large amount of vacant land 
within a stone's throw of the court 
house, which would immediately ba bull 
up and thus add thousands of dollars to 
the tax duplicate. In fact, it has been 
stated that the additional taxes thus de 
rived wouldvgo far toward paying ,th< 
interest on the proposed bond issue o 
$200,000. A number of persons who own 
land along the west bunk of tho St. Joo 
river have offered to donate sufficient of 
it to make the proposed dike-road, and 
also a narrow parkway along the water's 
edge.

This stagnant pond was formed when flood waters receded. It has no outlet and is a. menace to the health of the com- 


munity. In the river improvement plans, this pool is included as a portion of "Three-Rivers" lake.

A foul-smelling mud- 
hole lay right at their very doors and 
many cases of sickness were reported 
to the health authorities following the ' 
flood. The only vegetation in the district, 
acres of unsightly weeds, offers a very 
unpleasant view/and in the very center 
of tho flood district lies, a stagnant pool 
"of water, formed by the washing a,way 
of earth during the time the rivers broke 
from their beds. 


The'pond has no outlet and is a breed-, 


•ing; 'ihce for mosquitoes and 
disease 


germ--. It is a danger which all citizens 
should guard against, and for that rea- 
son those who approve of the river front 
beautification say that the only way to 
bring lasting relief is by following the 
plans suggested, in purchasing the river 
banks, 
and 
then 
improving 
them 


through thc entire city.

Baltes avenue addition, Postmaster R. B.

covered with houses owned, as a rule, by 
the wage-earner; it means an increase in 
the taxable property of the city which 
might in turn mean a reduction in the 
taxes paid by tho people of Fort Wayne 
as a whole, 


''A part of the Spy Run avenue district 
located in the Ninth ward and a part 


of it in the Cecoud ward. The people 
of this district are looking to tho coun- 
cilmen from theso two wards for relief, 
and they fool confident that some action 
will soon be taken by the council which 
will result in protecting them against 
the high v.ater." 


The New Bridge. 


If the plans of Mr. jiessler arc to be

There are two distinct species of wolf 


that I know of, the timber wolf and thu 
coyoto. 
The coyote is often 
confused 


with the wolf. It ia known in the fur 
trade as prairie wolf or coyote, and 
sometimes just wolf. The coyote 
is 


smaller than the wolf. Its fur is finer, 
It has a thinner skin. 
Its ears are 


larger. Their ears are erect. The wolf's 
«ars are more pointed and it 
1ms 


longer tail, according to its size. 


A 
full-({rown coyote 
weighs 
from 


eighteen to thirty-five pounds. An aver 
age one measures four feet ten inches 
from the point of thu nose to the tip o 
ths tail, with a tail of about fifteen 
inches. 


In different localities wolves receive 


different names, such as gray wolves 
white wolf, black wolf, etc. They var 
greatly in size and color, but in ever' 
other way they are the 
same.

most common color is gray. Several dif 
ferent colors can sometimes be seen in 
ono pack and even in one den. An aver 
age 
size 
wolf 
stands 
twcnty-eigh 


inches at the shoulders and weighs abou 
seventy-five 
pounds, 
and measuring 


nearly six feet. They -vary in size f ron 
fifty to 160 pounds and measuring a 
much as six and a half feet. The whit 
wolvea are generally the largest, bu 
there arc large and small wolves amon 
all colors. The largest wolves I evo: 
aeon were a nearly black one 
and 
i 


white one. 


Coyote-* and Volvos are found in th 


timber and on the plains. They inhabi 
all the sage brush country of the wesl 
Coyotes continually follow the herds o 
sheep. They do a great amount of dam- 
age to the sheep industry of this coun- 
try every year. 
They also prey upon 


rabbits and in the springtime tho prairie 
liens suffer 
from 
their 
depredations. 


They kill the heu on her neat and then 
cat the eggs. 


While the. coyote is the worst enemy 


of tho sheep, the wolf is the worst en- 
emy of the cattle and horses. A wolf 
sometimes kills sheep—generally quite a 
number—and coyotes sometimes 
kill 


calves, but not very often. 


Both coyotes and wolves have a large 


number of pups, often as many as ten. 
They bring them forth in April 
and 


May. 
They hare holes in rocks or in 


large badger holes for their dons. Tbey 
have more than on« den, sometimes as 
many as a dozen within a mile or two, 
so as soor. r.s they are molested they 
move to n icw one. 


Coyotes ,,rc generally -shy, cowardly 


creatures, but they will sometimes come 
close to a person to fight with the does. 


I've never heard of a wolf trying "to 


make prey of a man but once. Wolves 
are not half so dangerous as most people 
think. All that I have seen, excxept on 
one or two occasions, put themselves out 
of sight as soon as po?siblc.

COMPARED with Hnkerton and his men, the dangers 


encountered by the modern sleuth sink into insig- 
nificance. For, unlike the detective of today, who 


has everyone on hia side except the guilty, Pinkerton 
and his followers were not only forced to conceal their 
identity from those whom they were pursuing, but were 
also liable at any momen/! to betray themselves to the 
entire community in which they moved. 


The Secret Service operatives of the Civil War days 


bunted down men, entered within the enemy's lines to

Japanese schooner Xorma and taken to 
Honolulu. 


The Wandering Minstrel's 
company 


found many marks of wrecks on the is- 
land, including a broken hull marked 
Genera! Sicgcl. and on one of the emnlier 
island* clo«e to tie main island they 


stumhblcd across two mounds of sand 
over which wooden crosses, made from 
driftwood, had been erected, hacked with 
the inscription, "18S6." 


A little distance beyond, on the sand, 


was the form of a man lying on his back 
with his head resting on his hands. As 
the. exploring shipwrecked sailors ap- 
proached the man opened his eyes, and 
without apparent eraotim, said: "How 
are you?" Then lie arose, and with r.o 
more apparent concern than as if he had 
had companionship constantly, told them 
that he was the sole survivor 
of 
the 


Sicgcl and that the. two graves were 
those of the captain and mate, whom he 
lind buried. His name, he said, was Jor- 
gensen. and he had lived alone there for 
two years.

strel's party and as time wore along his

and

evaded inquiry concerning his ship and

The man clung to his eccrct, despite

ous ill treatment, and buried thfra where 
the crosses stood. 


When at last the attention of the Nor- 


ma had been attracted and the marooned 
silors 'prepared to leave, Jorgensen re- 
fused to go with them. He said ho felt 
that he must remain on the island—the 
little white spot of desolation it was 
then—to watch and wait at the graves 
of his victims. 


And so they left him, sitting on the 


mounds, a bent, disconsolate figure, and 
the next visitors to the lonelv isle found
